called the Aftention in Cambaya the 
fartheſt part of the Ea# Indies) travelled 
by Land through maay ynknowne 
Kingdomes and great 
Cities. 


De 14. day of Harch, 1607. wee 
came into the Downes, and 
there ancozed againſt Dev, + 
bout g. miles from Sandwich, 
where wes taten vntfll the 25. 
day of the ſame monech, being 
by computation the firſt dap of 

I the pere, 1608. vpon which dap, 
about foure of the clocke in the 
mozning, ud waighed ance2 and paſt᷑ by Douer , be- 
twene th:& and foure of the clocke in the afternone, 
withoot any taping, but giuing them notice with z. 
paces of Ozdnante of oars paſſing by and ſo paſſed 
lozwards ſome thze leagues, and then by acontrarp 
winds wee were dziuen backe againe info Douer reade, 
where we anco2cd and ſated till fine of the elocke in 
the mozning, being the twenty rt dap of March, and 
then weighing antoz, wee ſailed ſome thze lexgues, 
whenthe wude contrarping coliramed vs againe to 
caſt ancoz vnt ill ths 27. day in themozning about ſo- 
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nen oꝛ erght of the clocke, and then haninga faire gale 
af winde, we ſatled to Plimouth, where wee arriued tho 
29. dap betweeve tenneand elenenof the clocke in ths 
fozenone, where wee (fayed till the thict y one dap of 
March. And then haumg a fatregals of winde, wee 
waighed ancoz and ſailed vatill wee came tn fight of 
an Jiand called the Sa uages, on @unday being the 
tenth day of Aprill, being about flue hundzed leagues 
from Plimouth, and ſill (ailed fozwards vatill the 
next mozning, that we came within ſight of the grand 
Canaries, which belong to the Spaniard. And vpon 
the twelfth day of April, about eight az nine of the 
clocke in the night we ancozed, and diſcharged apecs 
of zDzvnance, foz a boate ts come aboozd,but to no ef- 
fect : Foz befoze our atriuall in the roade , there was a 
ramoz oftwelue ſaile of Flemmings that were comming 
that way, tono god intent ( as the Spaniards after- 
ward told vs) to ba ſome of thoſe Flemmings that yay. 


oucrrume the reſt, whorevpon they ſent vp into the 


Conntrey. foz one hundzed and fiftie hozſe and foote 03 
moze, lo: their defence and ſafegnard (if nevs ſhoald 
bee) no would they be perfwanded to the contraty, vn 
tin two of our Faco2s went on ſhozs, and fuily ſatiſ- 
ſie d them tu any thing they demanded oz doubted , and 
that our intent was oncly fo make pzouiſien fo2 ſuch 
things as wee wanted, aud the next mozning (as the 
manner there is) wee diſchargedanother pæce of ©2d- 
nance, And then the Governour of the Towneſcnt 
a boate ts know what we craued, where vpon wee certi- 
fied them of our wants, and thep told vs ther would 
giue the Gouernour intelligence, and returne vs an 
anſwere, which was, that vnlefle wer came inte the 
roade, it was beyond his Commiſſion to relene vs, 
pet haning ficf> ſwozne and examined our Factozs, 
and ſo knowing the truth of our intended vopage they 
gane them a warrant to take a boate,to come a boozb af 
their pleaſures with licence ts ſupplp our wants, if 


they

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they had any thing that might content bs. Pet ons 
thing aboue the teſt mads vs much to maruell , which 
was, two English ſhips ( which woe percoiucd any 
knew by their flagges ) being in the road, who had net 
lomuch kindnefle in them as to giue bs notice, of the 
cuſtoms 03 manners of theſe ſubtill and currifh peo- 
ple. Aud of this doubs, wee were alſo reſolued, 
that us man whatſecucr, being once within their Do- 
minions, may comeabvozd any ſhip, that ſhall acrine 
there and lie our ofthe reave, although they bet of their 
owne Nation , withoot thetr Conernozs and Coun- 
tels permittance oz licence. At our being there ſome 
ol them came aboozd of vs cuery dap foz the ipace of 
fine daies that we Cfaied there, and cate and dzanke 
wird vs, after an bnlatiobls manner, and very gra- 
dily. Alſo we ſent the Gouernoz a pꝛeſont of two che- 
ſes, a Gammon of bacon, and fino02 fifxe barrels 
of pickled Difters, which he accepted verpthanketully, 


und tetutned vs in requitall therof, two oz thza Goats 


and a bee o tuo, and good ſteze of Onions. And 
there wee fooke in freſh water, Carte wins, H- 
malad of Quinces at tweilue pence the pound, little 
barrels of @uckets at thzee ſhillings the barrell, O- 
ranges, Limmons, Pomecitrons and excellent faite 
whit bacad made with Anniſades,and is by them called 
Nunnes bzead. 

The eightenth dap of Aprill about ſeauen of the 
clocke in (ſhe mozning, wee waighed aneo2 and ſet ſaile, 
haning a Mice gale of winde fozſometh2a houres,and 
being then becalmed, we houered fo and frs till the 21. 
day, and having then againe a faire gale of winve, wes 
ſailed vntill the 27. day about two 82 th of the clocks 
in the afternoove, that we ariucd and ancozi d at Mayo, 
being about thzee hundzed leagner from rhe Cara: ies, 
aud comming from-thence, wee were determined to 
take in freſh water at a plate called Bonauiſta, but ha- 
nag ancozed,uce found yy water ta bee two oz _ 
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miles: vp in the land, neither was it eleare water, fa 
that we teke the ſmaller quantity. But there were o⸗ 
ther god commodities : Foz at our firſt comming 
we were told by two Negroes, that there wee might 
deine as many Goats as we would, gratis, and J well 
remember, we had to the number of two handzed, 93 
therecabouts in both our ſhips. Aliſo thep told vs that 
there were but fwelce men in the Jland, and that there 
was verie great Cloze of Salt growing ont of the 
ground, ſo that ( ifwepleaſed ) we might lade both eur 
ſhips therewith: it is cxcellent good white ſalt , and as 
cleare as ener I ſaw any tn England. 

Duer againſt the Jie of Mayo, ſome right leagnes 

diu ante, is an Jland called S. Deago; wee Naiedat 
Mayo from the twenty ſeuenth of Apzill in the after- 
noone, vntill the fourth day cf Pay at fixeof theclecks 
in the mozning , when we ſet faule and ſailed vnt ill the 
twentieth tap of Pap, that we were paſt the Equino- 
ctiall une, about 4. 02 6. of the clocks in the moaning, 
being diſtant fro the Yle of Mayo about thz& hunvzed 
fcurip eight leagues 63 ſhereabouts , as our nraſter 
Philip de Groue noted it dob ne in dis owne Woke 
of the deſcription ofthe whole Uoiage. And thence wee 
Ui ſailed fozwards bntill the fourth of July, that woe 
came to a part of Souldania with all our men in health, 
Gods name bopzaiſed, but two u hich were touchod a 
little with the ſcutup, uhich ſcone affer recoucred 
themſglues on ſhoze fo their fozmer health. 
. Allo the ſame dap ws eſpicd Land which is called, 
Cape bona Speranſe, being ſome fifteene 02 firteene 
leagnosoff Souldania, and Ranteth in ſome thirty fins 
Degrees 93 thereaboute. 

At Souldania wes refrcſhed one ſelves excellently 
well ſo long as we were there, and had, and tooks in 
foz our pꝛouiſlen about foure hundzed head of Caftell, 
as Dren , Steres,@hezps and Lambes,and Fewles, 
and fiſh of ſundzp ſozts veryplentifall, and freſh was 

ket, 
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fer, great toe. Alſo in that place is an Aland called 
Pengwin , ſome flue oz fice leagues from the mains 
Land, where are great No2e of fowles called alſs pen- 
gwins,infiaite number of Seales : And to fetch ſoms 
of thoſe @cales, wee went twire thitherand filled aut 
boats cach times, and made traine Dils thereof fog 
Lampes. Alſs in this Jland we fonnd 20. fat ſhepe, 
being left there by the Hollanders , foza Pinnis which 


we met ſoms two hundzed leagues from Cape bons 


Speranſe , which ſh@pe we take with vs, and left fire 
beaſts oz bullocks in their leads. 

At our ficſt comming to Souldania , wes began to 
build ez ſet vpour Minis, and launched het the fifth 
day of September next following, and in ſeuen 93 
eight daies aftcr, ſhee was rigged and ready in all 
ay to haus gone away, if any ſuchneceflity had 


e. 

Souldania is within the Kingtome of Et hiopis. 
Now the Ethiopians are by nature very bzntifh oz 
beaCly people, eſpecially in their feeding. Foz J hans 
ſeens them tate the guts + garbedge, pea even the very 
panch where ths dung e filth keth. Al@ when wo haus 
caft off thoſs Scale fiſhes into the riger neere adiet- 
ning where tdez haue lyen the ſpace ef fourteen dates, 
and that t dey haue bane putrifled and uncke ſo vche⸗ 
mentip, that it could almoft haue Htflen one ef vs to 
come by them, theſe people haue taken them vp and 
taten them when ther hang ſwarmed with crawling 
maggots. 

Alſo in this Caunfrey are ſundzp ſozts of wilds 
beafts , which my ſelfe and ofhersof our Company 
going oa ſhoze of purpoſe ) haue ſeene, ond perceined 
ſome of them to be verp flerce and cruell : ſo that at- 
ter wards when we found their dens, we durff not en- 
tet them 4 no come very acere idem, left thep Gould 
bein them. 


de Echiopians bzought downe to the ſhoze ſide fo 
BD 3 (ell 
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fell Effriges egges and ſome empty ſhels, with a ſmall 
pole in ont end, with Cütiges feathers and Pozpen= 
fines quils, and foz all their Traffique and Commo - 
dittes, they chicfely deſirs Iron, eſteeming it moze 
then eythet gold oz fuer. Foz with cur old Jron, wes 
bought all our Tattell,and any thing elie that we had of 
them. 

In this Conntry we remained from the fourct@nth 
dayof Jutp.vntill the twentieth day of Septemberthen 
next following, 

Che 20. dap of September earely in the mazning ws 
waighed ancoz,and that night we loft the god ſhip cal - 
lad the Vaion,and our Pinniscalled by the name of ths 
Good hope,the night being very darke and windy:now, 
the enening befoze we lol them, the Vnion ( aboat fins 
of the clocke)put ont her Enfigne, but to wha intent 
we knewnot,noz could imagine, but all that night wes 
lay at Hall, 

The next day being the 27. day,haning a faite any 
ſcrong gale of winde, and afterwards ſundzy contrary 
wiaves and many calmes, pet at length wee artained to 
the height of S. Laurence on the 27. day of Daober, Han- 
ding in the heightof 26. degrees, from whence we ſailed 
with many croſſe and contrary winds, and calmes. Yet 
at length on the 12. day of November,in the mozning 
we deſcricd two 02 ths (mail lands, and in the aftet⸗ 
none wee eſpied an Jlaud called Gomora a very high 
Land: and on the 24. dap we ſeat our boate to the ſho2s 
fide, and there came fo the ſhozo ſive flue 02 xo men of 
that Country, and ſold vs Plantins,and nothing elſe as 
that time. 

The next day we ſent our boats againe, but alittle 
befoze they came to the ſhoze, they cſpied a Cannooe 
and two men in it a fiſhing : wee went betwene them 
and the ſhoze but would not btolently take them: then 
we ſhewed them a knife oz two, and they came both 
tate our boate, and we bzonght them aboozd our Ship 

and 
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and vſed them very kiadly, and gaut one of them a 
Curt bant te put on his head, and tv the other alittle glaſs 
of aquarter ofa pint full of Aqua vitæ, and ſerit them 
a ſhoze. From the 22. day that wes elpied the Jlany 
Gomora,and cameamongt the Alands, mee could haue 
no ſtædy gale of winde to carry vs fozward, vntill the 
25. day that with the winve and atdofour Pinnis wh 
towed our ſhip betwerne the two Jlands adioyning t 
the ſhoze , wee came to an ancoz that night between 
foare and flue ol the clocke in ſame 7 7. 03 20. fathomg 
water. 

The 26. day wee ſent our beate to ſhoze with a 
pꝛeſent to the King, by aſter [ordan,who went him- 
ſelle alone with the pzeſent, leauing onely a pledge 03 
two in the boate till his returns: The pzeſent was 
& paire of Antues a Sabſh oz Turbant, and a 1o- 
king glaſſe with a combe in it, to the value of ſome 15. 
HyikKings in all, which the Kingreceined lomewhat 
{coznefully, not fcarcs loking onit, oz at the leaff 
thinking it to be but of ſmall value, and gaue it to one 
of his Noble men, and tolo maſter lordan our Fado, 
that if our Generall would come on ſhoze, bee ſhouly 
haue any thing that they dad; and with this anſwere 
be departed: and athiscomming from the Bing, the 
Izing bowed hinſelfe towards hun in bery courteous 
manner and aftet his departurs (as it may ſems ) het 
bett ex petuſed the pꝛeſent. Foz in the afternmane bee 
ſent our Generall in requitall, a very fat poung Bul. 
locke, which wee teceiued and c ratified the mellen⸗ 
gers wilh a couple of penny kniucs',, wherewith they 
thought themſclues verp ropally contented. Toe 
27. dap our Gencrall went on thoze and ſome 12. 
with him, and carricd with him a (ma banquet : as, 
a boxe of Parmaled, a bartell of Suckets, and Wine, 
which thep did eaſe befozr the Uing but hee would nei⸗ 
ther este no; d2inke, but bis Nobles did both eat a nv 
dzinke. And after the banquet, hauing lome conference 


with 
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with the King by his Interpzefter concerning gut 
wants, by whom wee vnderſtod, that they had ſome 
dealings with the Portugals, of which language bee 
could ſpeake a little, which was (ufficiont to ſatiſſis vs 
with what they had. 

The 28. day the King had defermined to come a- 
bos2d of aut ſhip , but his Interpzetor told vs, that his 
Councell and the common people would not ſuffer him 
ſo to doe. Alſo that dap towards night J went aſho2s 
where our people were cutting downe wod, and cams 
ab002d againe with the boat. 

The 29.day A went aſhoze agains, with our Pacer, 
Matter Tindall, after lerdan, and eur whole noyſs 
of Trumpeters,and at the ſhozaſide were very kindly 
entettatned by the Inferpzeter, who bzought vs to ths 
King, being then by bis Palace ide, who at our appzech 
bowed himſelfe vato vs very courteoufly. Pee hath 
foz his guard when he walketh abzoad dire 03 opght men 
with knines of a fete long, and as bzoad as batchets 
and very ſharps, which goe next to dis per vn, and moze 
goe belege him, and many behinde him, to kepe and do- 
fend him, from what miucy 92 wong ſocuer may com 
03 happen. 

Cheſe people ſeme to beecinill, kinde, and true · 
dear ted to rangers, foz in going two and fro, aſhozs 
and aboard, one of our men carelefly left his ſwozy 
behind him at night when he came aboozd , which be- 
ing found by ane of the people of Gomora , ha bzought 
tttothe King, who perceiuing it to bes ſome of ours, 
demanded how hee came by it: who anſwered, bee 
found it, and the King againe told him, that if h pzo- 
ued the conttat y, it ſhould coſt his beſt blod : che nert 
day at our comming on ſhoze, the Kings Interpzeter 
b;onght vs theſwozd,and tolo vs the Kings pleaſure 
therein. 

Alſo they ſzemo fo baue a very cinill gouernment 
amongd them, fo; at their mating in the mozning, 
they

bane tLongyt the land to haue bene bat the habow of 
the Pons and ſo might have tun aur lues on chose,

Che ſecond dap we ftrauclled 14. courſe to a great 
City of the Bannians called Nctherberry, where is a 
great Baſar 02 Market, and all maner of bzozen wares 
to beſols, as Pots, KetWdes, Candleſticks, and Cal- 
dzons of foure fot long, Shirts of Pale, Swords 
and Bucklers, Lances, Yozles in Armour of Arrowe 
pzofe, Camels, and all mannet of beafts. 

There is alſe groat oze of Cotton wols, Cotton 
yarne, Pentathocs, Callico Lawnes , Shaſhes foz 
Turbants foz their heads , Limmons, Potatoes, 
thꝛe pound foz a penny,and all maner ef Dzugs. 

And ſurely cloth would be a very vendible commo. 
dity there : fo2 courſe felt is there extreme deare. Al- 
ſo Gold and Sflver is there very plentifull, and theſe 


. Kevery god people to deale withall. 


The third day we trauelled ten courſe, fo a (mall 
Tomne of Puſbagdzp called Sailote, where is allo 
great ſtoze of Sugat, and fruits ot allſozts. 

Che next dax we trauelled 18 courſe to a Garriſon

Cee called $adJiſce, and there is the Rinerof Tyn- 
dee, which runneth to Surrat,wherciats great Noze of 
Filh ot allſozts, and this Riuer diuideth che confines 
of the Bannians and the Guzarates, 

The Banni ins ace a trange people in their beliete, 
and honvur Oed ina ſtrange faſhion, viz. in pictures 
offtone, hanging their beades on the heavs of the 
piaute s, and then with their faces towards the ſun 
doe wozſhip it,ſaping,that all their comfozts pzocade 
from it. And pet J (aw mozs then this, which was 4 
Cow adozned with a veſte of gold and many Jewels, 
her head bedecked with garlands and flowers, and 
then being bzought te a burtall place, where they doe 
die to make Sttrmens, they kifle her fat and feats, 
and wozſhip ber, that it grienedme to ſ&@ their fond 
ſuperſtition, and abominable Jdolatry. And aſking 
why they did it, they anſwered , that ſhee was the mo- 
ther of beaſts,and bzought them milke, butter, chaſe, 
and the Dre to till the ground, and laſtly, her hide did 
makes leather to make them ſhoes. Pezeouer, they 
ſap, ſhe is bleft by the Mother of God, to be honourey 
abone all beaſts. And ſo leaning the Bannians , wee 
crofſcd the Ringer of Tindec into the Gentiles Coun- 


krey. 

* at Saddiſce we being many, ſome in Coaches, 
ſome on \pozſeback, they thought we had come to take 
their Town, and did ſhut their gates, g bent their Oꝛd- 
nance vpon vs. But our Generall ſent our L inguiſt 
62 Jnterpaeter fo certifie them, what wee were: and 
then the Gonernour opened the Gates, and came 
bimſelte,fo entertaine vs with great cartefle and late, 
Pot that night we lay by the Riuer ſide and the next 
dap being the fifth of Daobor, we came into the 
Towne, where we lay that night: And the nert dap 
we travelled ſome 12. Courſe.and lap at a Monaſtetp: 
Andthe ſeuenth day we went to the great City or 
Bramport, where the great Generall called the Can 
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Canawe, lineth , this being his Garriſon oz reffing 
place when he is out of the Warres, and on the twelfth 
of Oaobet, dee came from the warres with 1500. E- 
lephants, z0000. Yozles, 1000, Camels, 3000. 
Dzummedaries. 

The Elephant ſerueth in the Field with a (mall 
tower of wed 83 timber vpon his back, wheron is pla⸗ 
ted 4 peetes of bzafſe as big as Rabuets, and 10. men 
very artiffcially placed in the ſaid Tower, with bows 
ans artowes, and fo diſcharge thoſe peeces. 

Che Tlephants skin is musket p:ofe,vnleſle it be 
on his face and belly, and he is a beaſt of ſs great vn- 
detſtanding, that he is ruled and gouerned by wozd of 
month, underſtanding what his keeper commandeth 
bim to doe. 

This Country beareth foward the Nozthwef, in 
the height of 28. Degrees, 02 thereabouts: And hare 
Puskets, Snap-hances, Piſtols, Petronels, and 
werds, be god commodities , but wo Fitelocks in 
any wiſe- 

Alſo Cloth is an excellent commodity fo my know- 
ledge ,fo2 J was offered thz& pound fog an old cloake, 
— heers ts not wozth 20. ſhillings at the vtter- 
mol. 

And in Bramport we ſtaied ſrom the ſeuenth of O- 
do ber, vntill the 11. of Bonember follewing: Mhen 
A, and Iohn Frencham one of o Company went fo 
crane the Generals paſſe, fo got to the great Mogol: 
but be asked vs (f we would ſerue him in bis warrcs, 
and he would gine vs what meanes we would defire ? 
but we told him, we were pooze dillteſled metchar ts, 
that gad beene ſhipwzacked : and he againe roplted, 
that there was no Engliſhman, merchant, noz other 
but hs was a Souldier- But we told him that we had 
wines and childzen in our Country, to whom wo 
ges: fo which he ſuyd, At was vocy 
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well ſpoken, and that it was agataſt their * to 
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228 man againf dis will: When he awhed vs 

2 ho np Jewels foz his Ladies e J anſwe- 

d J had one tons and one Jewell, which J feln 
him im fo fozty pound ſterling , andthen ha comman⸗ 
ded his Seccetary fo make be a Paſſe, and ſestett 
with dis great Seale, fog our fafe Conduct to _ 
Alſo fo2 the natareany ſtrength of the 
fox thus much of mins owns knowledge becauſe x 
aw if: 

An Elephant rslall being bzonght to remone a piece 
of P3zdaance of one and twenty foot long, which 
carried a ſhot of ſeuen inches high and lap bpon the car- 
riage on the ſive ofa hilt, and to carry the ſame ſome 
dalle a furlong off; which he div, as it (@md,to the great 
diſlike of his Keper, who told him hes was a lar vil- 
lains, and deſerned not his meat. Now the nature of 
the Elephant is, net to be diſparaged in any thing, 
and ffanveth much vpon his reputation and valour:ſo 
that vpon theſs ſpaces ot his Net, he came to it a- 
gaine , and with maine ſtrength tozethe carriage in 
pieces, and left the peeces lying on the groand. Then 
were Carpenters ſet ou wozke to makeanew tatri- 
age, which being done, the ſame Elephant was bzoght, 
who clapt his Trenkeabont the wheeles, and bzought 
the Dzynance wherehis Keeper commanded him. 

{his Citie is farre bigger than Loadon, and great 
trade of all ſozts of merchandiſe therein: it is one of 
the moſt famons heathen Cities that euer J came in, 
and the Citizens are very god and kind people, and 
very many Gallants in the Citie. Alſo fine rivers, 
ponds, ozchards , gardens, pleaſant walkes, and excel- 
tent faire pzoſpecs as euer I ſaw. Peers any Gentls- 
man may hang paſtime to hunt oz hawke : and il hee 
will not goe farre , he may buy a Dere in the Buſar 03 
market foz a Doller , being but foure ſhillings Ler- 
ling. and hunt dim where and when de will. 

Now in mp — ont Cygliſh cloth ot geld 
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and Muer , velnets, bꝛoad / cloth, bayes, and cottons, 
world be very veadible , ia regard there are ſo many 
Gcllants. Aud thus much foz the gre t Tity of B. An- 
port. 

The eleuenth of November we tok our fonrny to- 
wards Agro, J and oleph Sale hanck euc Paiſer, ard 
one Io. Frencham, with one of th: Country people foz 
out guidc,takingleauc of our Oenerall, who was ex- 
tceme icke of an Ague, and no hope of any ſpædp res 
coucry.Alſo we had thought to haue gone «fu with a 
Carranand of foure huno;ed and fifty ſtrong, which 
were bound foz Agro: but the Taptatne told vs, that 
thep were fo ſtap ſeuen dates longer ; bufſaid, if wa 
would trauell ſome two dales touiny (which we might 
ſafely doe without any daager of thau-s ) we ſhould 
mat with agreater Carrauand then they were. 

So on the twelfth day, we trauelled to a Wowne 
talled Caddot, ſome fiftene courſe from thence, whers 
we lay that night. 

Peere the Gouernoz hearing that ws were Tran- 
gers, 02 Ch:iftians, demande what we would haue, 
and whither we trauelled ? We anſwered, to Agro, to 
the Ring and that we came from Surrot. Then he aſ- 
ked vs what we would doe with the Bing And when 
I heard him ſo inquiſitive, J peremptozily anſwered, 
that my buſineſſe was to groat foz him to know: but 
heſaid, he would know it ere we went out of the 
Towns: and J agaiae replicd, that my baſineſſe was 
ſuch,that J would goe out ofthe Towne and aſks him 
no leane : and ſo making vs ready to deparf , we ſaid, 
we would ſe ohe would ap vs, without a very lam⸗ 
full occaſion. Then the Gouernoz ſent his Cotwall oz 
the Patoz ofthe Towne, who aſked vs why we vſey 
ſuch peremptoꝛp (peeches to the Goucrnoze? Me told 
him, We anſwered him in no woz/e manner then his 
place and calling deſerued, and that it was not foz hm 
to fozoe vs fo acquaint him with our bulinefle — the | 
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Ning, and then we ſhewed him the Cen Cuawes 
pale to the King. Whereuponthe Gouernoz came to 
vs again with twenty Gentlemen of the Towne, and 
by all meancs in treated vs to ſtay all night, and what · 
ſacuer wer wanted that the Country could atloz9, 
ſhould be at our ſcruice ; and withall told vs, the wap 
was dangerous , and very bad fo trancll. 

The next day we gaue him halfe a pound of Tobac- 
co foza pzeſent, which wee bought out of England, 
which he accepted verythankfully. 

The thirantth day we came to a Towne called 
Saw bon, ſome 14 courſe from Cadcor, but befoze we 
weie halſe a courſe out of the Towne, the Soner 
nour ſent 12. Yozſemen with Launces , Bowe and 
Arrowrs, to conduct vs ſome part ofthe way that 
was mot dangerous, which was ſome 10. 0312. 
Cngliſhmilcs. 

And when we tame ts Sawbon, we found the Car- 
rauand being 500. Camels bound foz Agra, and 
were laden with Taffateis, wzought Wilkes, Cloth, 
Sugar, and other Commodittes, ſomefrom Bram- 
port, ſomefrem Bengalla,and ſome from Cambaia. 

Che 14. day we ſet fozwards with the Carrauand, 
and travelled ſome 12. courſe to a Penaſtety called 
Tindey. 

The 15. day, we franelled ſome 10. courſe and 
lap in the wods, 

Che nert day, we tame to agreat City called Can- 
nowe, where is much trading foz Cloth, @ wozds; 
Shaſhes, Peces, and Armour tied on with rings, 
geing but onelp Arrow pꝛole. 

CThete is great ſleze of fruit, and coſonrs fe Di- 
ers, ofallſezts : and J thinke our Englich cloth would 
be an excellent commodity there:foz it is very cold, eſ- 
ſpecially in January, Febzaary and March, ſoz it bea- 
reth to the Nozthwards. by 

Che 16, day we trauelled ſome 14 conſe ton — 
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Kiuer,calledthe Riuer of Andee, which is as bzead 
as the Ihamcs at Woolwich, andrunneth into the 
Bay of Bengalla, and this is the vtmoſt part oz boz- 
der af che Gentiles, and on the 17 .day we pafied ouer 
the Kiaer,and went out ofthe Gentiles Countrep, 
The Genriles will eat nothing that bladeth, and the 
Sun is their great god; Foz, ſhould they eat any thing 
that blaveth, they be la ute that they may cat the ſeules 
ef their Father, Pothet, Billet, Bzother, oz friends, 
that are deceaſed: Fe, they lap, that when any ene 
dicth, their bzeath pacſently goeth inte ene beaſt 02 0s 
ther, e (o,in eating that beaſt, a man map eat the ſoule 
of ſome friend together with the fl:th of that beaſt: ſuch 
is their great blindeneſſe and 1gnozance. Nap moze, 
they doe make cuery lining thing their Idols: as, the 
ficd> lining they mete in the mozatng, is their god oʒ 
ſaint foz that day, to wozthip that, and ſo leaning the 
Gentiles,we tame to the Bulloits, 83 Pithagorcangs, 

The 17. dap we came to the Citpof Gorrs, where 
are many Surroyes, 03 Innes, where Traueilets may 
ſet their Camels, Pozſes oz Cattell, and ſt nothing. 

Alſo there ats foure great Scholes foz learning, 
like to an Uniuerſitp ; Ja this Countrey were two 
B:others being Kings ſonnes , who warced foz this 
City, being eight miles in compaſſe, and in the mid- 
dle a great wall, and there they laid their Wedge 
a long time. And at the laſt,theKing of the Eaſt part 
got the vid oy, and held the ſame fo2 ſeuen peꝛtes, and 
then the great Mogol Tamberlaine the ſixty oucrcame 
the whols Countrep,and tooke it into his hands. 

The 18.day, we went ten courſe to a great Tauch 
02 pole of water, like vnto the Bath, the water boiling 
out of the earth and is very warme. 

The 19.day, we trauelled ſome 15. courſe to a 
Towne called Sanday, where is great ſtoze of Moll, 
like Spaniſh Moll: here are made great Roze of Caps 
to couer Turbants, felt gownests cide in, both fins 
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and cout ſe, there are great ſloʒe ot ſh@pe, ind ſo much 
Sugar, that they fad hozſes therewith as we vo with 
pꝛouendet, alſo there are gedly Duiroies oz Annes 
foz hoʒſemen and fotmey. 

The 20. day, we tranelled ſome fftiene courſe 
to agreat Sam roy, nate vnto a PoraCecp, where wet 
das great ſtoze of uit called Mangres being like an 
Apple, and have aſtcae as big as an Apzicecke, and in 
ſent oz taſte, and is excellent good (oz the Flire, and 
avethcre much ea med of. 

Mhe 21. dap we trauelled fwelue conrſe to a mall 
village, called Lee. 

Whe 22. day we trauelled ſome 16 eonrſe to a City 
called Eiman , where is 4 creat Buſſart og {parked 
foz the countrop people, foz Moll, Cotton, Cotton 
pcarne, © wczds, Janelins, and other weapous lo 
the warres. © 

Lhe 23. day, uc tame fo alittle Towne calley 
Zi-gicene, lome 14, courſe, where 1s great ſtoze of 
Wed ant aboundance el Dugs (cz Derg, 

The 24. day, we travelled 6. courſe fo a Ci⸗ 
tie called Bartandonn where ars great Rozc of er; 
chanis of the Bannians aud Meſilipatanians. 

It is a Cuy where the great Carrauans mt, any 
there is grcat trade of Perchandiſe, foz Cloth, @ba- 
ches, Armour, fozmen and Yozſes, Coats of Pale, 
Acmour of Arrow p2ofe, bombaſt, Peadpaces, and 
Elephayts tæth, alſo many wilde Tlephants in the 
Countrey : here we Caicd os dates and left our Cars 
rauant in the Citp. 

The :7. day we teke tur icurney fer words, ard 
by the way we met with a Cen ez Knight of that 
Countrceyp , with fcxity Hole being bevnd foz Agro, 
and fifiyſhot, with whcm wealſokipteewpery, bes 
ing about 140. ffrong, and travelled in the Deſatt 
ſome fixe daies, where ate great Hege of wilec Cle⸗ 
phants, Lions, Tygeis, Cats of Þeuntaincs, Pozs 
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pentincs and other wilde b:afts innumerable, but 
thoſe wee ſaw. Theſe De larts are 100. cont Meng. 
where enery night wee made great fires round about 
our tents, to ſhanne the dangers of the wilde heafls : 
This Con ez Knigyt told vs the aature 03 wit of the 
Elephant, who knowing he is hunted to death tp; his 
teeth, will gos to a tte and there by maine fo it 
w:tag 02 w;cll his teeth ont of his head, non tag that 
ſo he ſhall ligne ſccure and free from that danger, 
tis he pꝛoteſted to be krue. 

The third of December,we paſt thoſe Deſarts,an 
came to a Towne called Tranado. 
E be fourth dap, we travelled 16. courſe to a Towne 
called Zaioberbee, whers is hay, cozne, and graine, 
geeat plenty. 

Lhe fifth day we franelledſome 18. courſe fo a City 
called Haudce, where the King hath a C aſtie and houſe, 
tut out of the maine Recke, and w'onght with carned 
wo;ke round about. This Caltle ia inuinttole, and 
bath fifty paces of Dzdnance in it. 

There lay in this Caſtle, wten we were there, 200. 
Knights, Captatnes, and other Gallants, that had 
tranſgrefl.d the Law, 82 the Kings commandement, 
as in Lreaſon, Rebellion, and ſuch like matters. Alſo. 
in this City are fwo houſes much ike Saint Iones, 
where Captaines i Cautliets, that haue ben maimed, 
and hurt in the warrcs, doe liue , and haue tach one a 
Mammoth a dap, being nine pente Engliſh, and meat 
and diiake at the Kings allowance. 

Che 5. day we came to the Riuer of Tamluo. which 
runnethmto the Riaer Iodus, which parteth the Coun- 
tries of the Pychagorcans, and the Indeſt»ns. 

The Pyrhagoreans in fozmer times hane birne a 
bile andtreacherons kinde of people . and haba Law 
that when the husband died, the wife (heal bee alſs 
burnk, which is holden till this dap , though not in ſo 
Arie a manner, foz now ſhe wap refule it, but then 
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her head ts ſhavea and the clas in a blacke deſtate oz 
garment which among them is ceputcd moll vile avs 
hatefull , that che baſe laus in toe Countrey will nat 
ſuceoz noz ttlaus bec though the ſhan ld tat ue. 

Now, the cauſs wp this Law was firt made, was, 
fog that the wo nen there wers io fickle aud wcontant, 
that, vpcn any light occation of oifl.keo2 ſplane, thep 
would potion t heit huſuannds. Whrreas now the cata» 
bliGig and exccutiag of this Law , is the cauſe that 
moueththe wiſe te loue auacherity herhuſbaad , and 
wilhsih not to ſurutac dim. 

As ton exa+piz, I \ſawa young woman the wiſe of 
a Deco? whe has band beg cad, the ma de chuile ty 
be cairteo in a Pag ant, by fuute men, ſhe being clos- 
the d in Tanne, and yec head decked with Jewels and 
rich Þ:aaments, and ostoze dec wont pulicke of all 
ats that the Toun'ry affo;vea,as VI bores, Dzuns, 
Ares and Trumpe(s,audnert vato her all her kindzed, 
and is ſhee was bzovght ts the place of execution, 
where was a tak: aad aholetoſetheriate in, and ſo 
Leing (ied ts !he Nake, all det kiartzed knaling rond 
ab zut her g paaying to the (un g their ather 3. 1s, the 
fice was ſet to her, (he hauing vader each atme a bazgs 
#{Ounpowder, and a bagge betwirt herlegges , and 
ſo burat to death, che fire being made of Beniamin, 
fs tozare,Lignomallces,anpother ſwate woods. Thus 
mich le the B ots, and ſo cothe 14. ſta d, and the 
Þ kt dap we tiaueiled ſ. m ten courſe to a towae callzd

The 8. dap, we tranclled ſome 26.conrſe,andeams 
to the great City of Agro, where the great Mago k- 
p:ibbis © utt and cefidonce. 

The ni. th day Captains Hawkins tame to vs, any 
bzought vs befoze the King, as it is the cuſtome and 
manner oftye C2untry. $02 no ranger met Cap a- 
bour twenty fourc houres,befoze be be bavught beſfuze 
the Aung. te hae what ha 7 and whetclo, t hee com⸗ 
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meth. 
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meth. Alſo enerp ſtranger muſt pꝛeſent the Bing with 
ſome pzeſent ba it ncuer ſo (mall, which hee will not 
refuſe. And J gaue him foz a paeſent, a mall whiſt e 
of gold, waighing almoſt an ounce, [ct with ſparks of 
Rubies , which hee toke and whilkeled therewith al- 
moſt an heute. Alſo J gave him the picture of Saint 
Ichas head cut in Amber and Gold, which hee allo rc- 
t $1ed very graciouſly. 

Che whiftle hee gaue fo one of his great women, and 
the p:tars to Sultane Careone his pengeſt ſonne. is 
cloeſt ſon tebelled, and is in pꝛiſon with his cies ſea- 
led vp, and it is noyſtd amongſt the common people 
that His epes are put out: But it was told mee by a 
great man, that they ate but ſealsd vp. Vis name is 
Pat:cſhaw Sbelham, which in our language is beire ap- 
parant to the Crowne: Mis ſecond ſonne itneth with 
him and is called Sultane Mawbree,and him hee think- 
eth to make his heirs apparant - Mis third ſonne is 


+ called Sultane Lawlle, and is Viceroy of Lihorne : Mis 


fourth ſonne is called Sultane Lill, and is Wiceroy of 
the Gentiles, and theſe arc his fine ſonnes. Allo hee 
bath ten Uiceroys moze vaderhim that genern ten ſe· 
necall Pꝛoninteg o Countries, viz.Can Cano Wice- 
toy of the Guzarats : Can Iohn Uiceroy of the Bullo;- 
tes: Michael Can Utceroy of the Bannians : Howlſloner 
Can Aiteroy of Cambaia: Hodge Iohn , Witerop of 

Michael Can Uicerop of the Hendownes : 
Sawder Can Uicerop of the Purrans, and he lieth in the 
Citpot Candahar : Allee Can Wicerop of the Bullo- 
chies , and lieh in the City of Buckera: Saw bet Can 
Vicerop of the Multans , and Can Bullard Vierop of 
Ide Indeſtands. 

Cheſe are the names of his ten Viceroys, being all 
Peathens, but very wozthy men, and expert in the 
warzes- Ve hath a great number of Noble men to 
attend on him. An Earle is called a Naw bob, and 
they ate the chie le men that attend on him, when he go- 
eth 
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ethab20ad: fo at home none attend him but Eu- 
nuchcs 92 gelded men. 

Vis Lo2d ehicke Jnfficeis an Eunuch, and is cal 
led Awlec Naw bot: ha is thought to ba wwzthtwen- 
ty Engltſh millions: Pa kepeth twenty Elephants, 
one hundzeth and fifty Camels and Dzomevaries, and 
fiue hunvdzeth Yozſeto attend on him. 

The Lozd Treaſurer is a mighty man, called Sul- 
tan Carowdon : Me hath fozty Elephants to attend 
bim, two hundzed Camels and Dzonredaries , and 
one thouſand Hozſe at his ſeruice. And when he com- 
meth to ſit in hts place of Juſtice, de is bzought vpon 
an Elephant clas in cloth of gold oz üluer, and ſome- 
times in a Pollankan, carried by foure flaues, de lying 
in it, as ii hee lay inacradle, in as great pomp and eaſe 
as may be, and hath foure maces of filacr and gilt car- 
tied befoze him, and ten banners, and as great atten- 
dance, as if be weren Aing; pet on Tiweſtaes and 
Mhurſvaies the King himſelfe fits in Judgement of 
all cauſes: Þe cuſtometh all ſtrangers gods himſelfe, 
the cuſtome being bat ſmall at his pleaſare, as ſome- 
times, the value of ten ſhillings, cuſtometh gods 
two2!h two hundzeth pound. Alſo if a Serchant trans 
ger bzing wares oz merchandize from a farre Coun - 
trep :as from Chyna, Bengalla , and thinketh be ſhall 
make a bad voiage, oz loſe thereby: if he acquaint the 
King therewith, and that the Perchandtze ber fit fo; 
Kings, Pzinces and Noblso men, the King himſelfe 
will take part thereof, and cauſe his Nobles to fake 
the tell, at ſach rates as the Perchant ſhall not only 
be a ſauer,but a great gainer thereby. 

The Mogoll lpueth in as great ſtate and p omp as 
may be deutſed both foz Pateſtie andpzincely pleaſure; 
foz hee had bzought beloze him enery day during ous a- 
b3de ther:,50. Elephants royal. clad in cloth of gold 
and luer, with dzums, flſes and trumpets , whereof, 
ſome fight one with another, wounding one another ve-

ry deadly, and canaet be parted but with Rackefs of 
wilde fier, wade round like hopes, 4 le ranthe ſome ta 
their faces: and fome of them tight with wilde hazſes,9s 
one Elephant with 6 dees, wette de gat kill d 2.44 
ſtanily by claſping dis trunk about theirneckes, and ſo 
8 to hun, with his teeth bzeak.th their 
necks. 

Allo there ate tame Elephants, that will take the 
vicecores ſonnes being tage Kings pages, with their 
truichs, gaping asthep would cat them , and pet verie 
gent ly will ſet them vpon his own: dead, and haning At- 
ten there a god ſpace, will ſet them downe againe on 
their fat as tenderly as a mother would ſet downe her 
owne childe, doing them us hac me at all.

F03 
theres a ſeuetal coyne at Lahore, anotherat Bramport, 

another 
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another at Surrot, anothet at Cambaia, mother af $ab- 
barton, and another at Awgru : And tog his ſeuerall 
Kiagdomes , de is King of the Guzarats, of the Bannj- 
ans,of the Bulloits of Callicot and Bengoila which ata 
Gentiles, of the Indeſtands of the Mogo les, of the Hen» 
douns,of the Molrans, of the Puttans, ofthe Bullochics, 
and of the Alkeyſors, with ſome other, which J cannot 
particularly nane. Alſe he wziteth bhimſelfe the r.pnth 
King from Tamberlaine.And to this his great ili de is 
alſo of as great power, wealth and command, pet will 
he vzgenone of what Nat onſotuet ts fog ſakt their Re- 
ligions, but eſtecmeth any man ſemuch the better, by 
ber much tbe moze he is firme and conſtant in his Re- 
ligion, g of all other he maketh molt acecmpt of Chats 
fGias,and will allow them double the meanes that hee 
giageth to anyothernation,and keapeth contu ually two 
Chaiſtian Friers, toconuerſe with them in p Coziſtt- 
an Religion and manners of Chziſltendome. Ve bath 
alſo the pid ute of gur Lady in the place ol bis pzater 03 
Religious p2oceedings, and hath oftentimes (aid,tiat 
be could find ia his heart to be a Ch2iian, if the p had 
not ſo many Gods: There was at mp being there an 
Armenian Chaiftian,that in hope of gaint and pzefer- 
ment turned Poze, which being ſold the King, bet ſatd, 
Aſhe thought to ſane his ſoule theteby, dat was a ſuf« 
ficient Recompence foz him, but be would rather have 
given him pzeterment if he had kept himſelfe ill g 
Ch2iFian.

The King hath there begun a goodlp monument 
foz his Father;which hath been already g. pros in buil- 
ding and will hardly be finiſhed in 5.yeeresmozo, and 
yet thero are continually 5000. wozhemen at wozke 


Che ſabſtance therof, is very fine marble, curiouſly 
w3ought. 


Alſo, it was credibly repozfed by 
Frier ( who ſolomnly pzotefſed hs heard the king him 
felfs ſpoake it) that hes intended fs beffow x hundzeoth 
millions of Treaſurs on that monument. 

And haning viewedandſcens this great and rich C/- 
tis of Agra with the pleafuves and Commodities there- 
of;on the 18. day of lanuarie, m ſelfe with Ioſeph Salo · 
bancke and Iohn Frencham, went fs the Kingand cra- 
ned his Paſſs foz England, who very courteoufly de- 
manded of bs, if we would ſorne hum in his wars, offering 
vs what maintenancs we would aſkeofhimywhich waa 
humbly excuſed,both in regard ofthis our voiage, wheres 
in diners others beſides our ſelues, were partners, as 
alſo,in regard wo had Wines and Childzenin aut ns 
Countris,to whom both by Law and Nature,Wee were 
bound to make returne, H it were posible; wherenpon 
moſt gratis uſiy he granted vs his Paſſe,vnder his hand 
great Neale. foz our ſafe cond us thozow all his King- 
domes and Dominions. Then his chiefs Hecrotary 
went with vs to * 
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bath ten Queues, onethouſand Concabines, and two 
bundzeth Eunuches. )Andthis Nuceners kieper ofhis 
great Seale, where it was ſealed aad deliueted vnto vs. 
Chen J alſo went to thechiefe riet, and ctaued his let⸗ 
ters aſwell to the Kings and Pzinces,whoſe Kingdoms 
and Dominions we were to paſſe thozow, as alſo to tho 
Clergp and places ol Religion, which he moſt willingly 
granted, being a man of great credit there, and greatly 
telle met and well kne one in other kingdomes.

with the greateſt Noblemen belonging to the King:and 
dee ſeemeth very willing to doe his Country god, And 
this ts aſmuch us J can ſay concerning him.

And 
being cut down, ts laid on heapes fez halfa yeroto rot, 
and then bzvaghtints a vault to be troden with Dxen, 
to fread the Indico fram the ſtalkes, and ſo to the 
M illes fo be ground very fine: and laſtly , 6 boiled in 
Furnaces, and very well refined and ſozted into ſe- 
gerall ſozts.

firty ſaſte, and of the burden of fourty , fifty, and ur- 
ty tun, whereby there is trade of Perchandize as far 
as the coaſt ot Molindee, and as fat as Moſembique, 
and this Niuer falleth into the gulphof Perſia, 

Backar ſlandeth in the middle of the River , which 
maketh it in fozme of an Aland, and is beſides very 
Rrongly built. 

Che Indians tal this Riuer, the RinerofDamiadee. 
And in this Towne of Buckar, lieth Allee Can the Mo- 
gols Uiceroy of the Bullochies, who are ſuch a Knb- 
bozne qerebelKons people, that des keepeth that rong 
bold of parpoſe to refire bnfo, and to gather a heav, 
and renew his fozecs at all aſſaies, to ſubdue and 
kepethem in awe 2nd obedience, which notwithtan- 
ding he can hardly doe. Alſo this Allee Can is à very 
wozthy and bountifyll Pzince , who gaue bs verpgal- 
lant and kinde enferfatnment, and commanded vs to 
tome dayly fo his Court, where wee had both cofflp 
and plentiful diet at all times, and heere wee loft 10. , 
Frenc ham ( one of our company) Achs. 

Sucker is a Towns 2 of Weauers 
und Diers, and liue by cloathing, and ſerne the Coun- 
trey round abont, and this is the ür Towne of the 
— And — — laſt conflns 8 
Multans, we arg god dmen end painekull peo- 
pt, and brale innch iu Perchandize, as Cloth , Andi- 
to, and other commodities, and ate very godpeople 
to veaſe withall , pet their Religion is Pahometicall. 
At Sucker wee [ain 24. daſes arid mne l; a Cet: 
filo o Gonuop 7 Foz the Captains of the Cutie wonld 
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not ſuffer vs to goe without one, becauſe the Way was 
dangerous and full of Thaucs, Which afterwards we 
foundfrae, fo; had we not ( by the great pꝛouidence of 
God)eſcaped their hands, it had coſt vs our liues, and 
pet it coſt vs ſome money belides. 

The 25. dap of arch, 16 «0, bod came from Suc- 
ker, and trauclled oner the plames ſome the courſe oz 
thereabouts,

The fc dap of fApzill, we foke our iourney oner 
the plaines earely in the mozning, and about bzeaks 
of day wee met with tenne 02 twclue men playing 
on Fiddlcs, as it they had come in friendly manes to 
welcome vs, but ind&#d they were ne better then 
Thbaues that inteuved to rob qud pillage vs, foz by 
the @an-riling wee were beſet round with them and 
their companious', wels tectame number wee could 
not dſcerneae2 now. 
And though wie yada Caſſeloe 63 conuoy ot two 
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hundzed ſtrong , pet w« were glad to intreat᷑ the —

T here is great and contianall traffique by land, from 
Perſia, Indeſtand, Meſopotamia, and from all partes be- 
tweene ſhat and China, with all ſoztes of merchandize 
and commodities which thoſs Countries yeeld ; Foz 
there are continually 7.902 f. thonſand Camels about the 
Ciſle, which trove to and fra with merchandize. 

Alſo the vicerop hath continoally 40000.hozſe fo; the 
warres in readineſſe foz feare of Rebellion, becauſe the 
Puttaus ats a trong and warlike pcople, and inclined to 
rebellion,by reaſon they came vndet the Mogols gouerns 
ment and ſubiea ion byfozceand congueſt, and therefoze 
lous him not in thebr hearts, but obey him foz feare. 

Che 6. day ot May we toke our journey fo; lipahawne 
in Perſia, and trauelled ſome 8 gourſe that day, and came 
to a gallant Kiuer, where were two Townes, on each ſide 
of the Nluer ene, and at one of theſes Mowne called Lan- 
gor,wereſtedthat night.

The Towne of Grees, is a frontier Towne, and 
theretoze the King o2( as they call him )the Shiwbaſh of 
Perſia kwpeth heete agarriſon of ten thouſand men, 
and a gouernour to command them. 

Zhe 4. day we went euer the plaines 6. fozfongs: 
enery fozſong being a league, and enery league 2.courſe, 
and reſted in the flelds. 

Tze 15 day we trauelled duerthe plaines ſome 6.fo2 - 
ſongs mozs, and came to a Calle, where we refreſhed our 
ſelues and out cattel, and there we reſted our ſelues two 
dates to ſtay fo a Coſfeloeo2 conuop which came to vs 
the 14. dap at night. 

The 18. day we went 5. fozfongs oner the fields oz 
planes, and lay in the flelds.

The twenty fourth day, weentred into the City, 
where we ſtaid eleuen oz twelne daics. 

This City of 1\pahawne, is a gallant City, and one 
of the pzincipall Cities of Perſia , and abounpeth in 
traffique of all ſozts of Gperchandize. There ate ma- 
ny great Surreies, where are houſes made of putpoſe 
foz the laping in and keeping of Merchants gods, and 
to harbour and lodge themſelnes and their Camels, 
Poles og other Cattel, and pꝛouiſten ; tho pzovfits of 
which Surroies tedound fo the King onelp. 

The whols Countrey above a bhandzed miles 
round about, doe wholly and generally trade to this 
City, with their chiefelt and beſt commonities. 
is alls a place in fozme like the Exthange, of an ineſti- 
mable wealth , where is nothing to be ſold but things 
ofgreat valne and wozth : As Cloth of gold, ſiluet and 
tidue, lattins, veluets, Jewels and pearies, J9þ1g 
end te Hathing but raw lkes ; in another cad art 
twilled and wzonght filkes : Ja another none but 
Perchant-tailozs, who [ell all ſozts ofapparell ready 
made, as it is in Birehing lane, bat ſatte moze rich, 
and all of the Perſian ** „a ſutes ot cloth ot gold, 
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and ſiluer , veluet, ſatten, taffety , Gallico,and nous 
almoſt ofanpwozſer lozts. ; 

Alſo there is great ſtoʒe of Jadico and Annale, aud 
of all manner of Dzugs, which are ſold by Jewes 
and other fivngers that ſend themthither , and haue 
continuall trading there. 

Alſo thtre'arc Cammels, the beſt and krongelk that 
are to be found, with gallant Pozſcs aud Pules a- 
bundante. Foz whereas an ozdinarp Camels load is 
fiuc hundzed waight, the Perſian Cammeis load is vſu⸗ 
aily 800. watght. 

Che Shaw baſh (oz, as we call him, the King ) bath 
thcre diucrs gallant and ſtately hoaſes, and banque- 
ting houſes , with D2chards , Gardens, Spzings, 
ponds of water, walks alleties, as pleaſantly 
ſeated and artificially contriged , as can be thought 03 
veuiſcy. But the King him ſelfe befoze my comming 
thither , was rcmnoued to aplace called Tobrin, as it 
was told me by the Chziſtian Friers. 
-\ And at his chiefct houſe fanding over againtt the 

great Baſlar 0} Þarket place, thereare got Rozcof 
bzaſle ©Dzdnarce ozderly plantcd befoze the gate 
thercof,fozpelencs, if na de be, aguamelp, two Demy 
Canaous, two whole Culucrings, two Cannon Pe- 
dzars , and thirty other fleld Paces. 

Alſo hate J made enquiry of Paſtet Robert Sher- 
ley, thinking ts haue had ſome afliſtance, and betrey 
directions ſcem him, oz by bis pzecurement, in my 
Journey , but it was tas me directly that his was de- 
parted ſome ſeuen months beſoze (02 England, cadhay 
dis way by the Caſpian tas, being two months Jours 
ner from Iſp. haun: That is to ſap , himſelſe, and his 
wiſe, being a woman of great wozth and tſtæme in 
that Country , with Camcls and Yozles focarry his 
tiesſute, fluffe, andpzouifion, aud many attendants 
both men and women. And en his Company, ont 
C aptaine and uxt oz ſeuen Engliſhmen 22 
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Alſo there are great foze of Gzapes ad Mines 
and of all ſozts of fruits 3 their fironger Wines lie 
vato Canary Sache, their ved Wines like high Conn 
trey Claret, and their ſmaller Wines like to Aland 
Wines. Alſo vicuals god ſtoze and god cheape. 

And there lieth continually a Portugall Embaſſas A Portugal 
dor, and fine Portugal! Friers , who haue a Church, Embaſl:- 
and a houſe to entertaine Roman Catholiks , and other dor Lc- 
Chziſtians at their pleaſures, and haue meanes ſuffi- gier. 

ctent to niaintaine theſame. 

Alſo there are great ee of Armenian Chztfians , 
and ſome Sze&kes , wholine all at free liberty, without 
reſtraint 02 controll foz their Religion. And ſo mach 
ſoz the great and rich City of Iipabawne. 

The fürth dar of August, we veparted from 
thence, and tranelted ſome fire fozſongs , and lay in 
the ficlds cloſe bya tiuet ſize, 

The ſenenth day, we trauelled ten fozſongsin the 
Deſarts, and on the eight yay ſixe fozſongs moze to 
the Towne of Cor:onday. 

Mheninth day fo Miskerion, and ſo directly to Bug- 
dad,o2 Babylon, bring a months Journey: that is to 
ſay,fire fozſongs to Miskerion. 

The tenth day, we went ten fozſongs in the De- 
(arts,

Lhe thirteenth day, wa went fonttent fozſongsto

Lhe firtenth tay, tre travelled nine oz ten fezſengs 
fealittle Towne caited Lackerce..

The eightinth bsy, we franell:d terte fo3ſongs 
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in the Deſarts to a water-Pill,where ws lay all night. 

The nintanth dop , we went fourtene fozſongs 
thozow the Deſarts, to alittle Towne calle? Corbet. 

The twentieth dap, we frauclled fwelne fozſongs , 
fo a Cloth towne : that is to ſay , where all the houſes 
were made ofhaicy cloth lie tents , and there wee reft- 
ev two dates. 

The thz& and twentieth dap, we trauclled ſomes 
eight fozſougs in the Deſarts. 

The foure and twentieth day, we franeclled ſome 
nine 03 tenns fozſongs our the Delarts, to another 
Cloth towne. 

The twentie flus day, we went thozow a mighty 
great Mod being fiftone fo;ſongs in length, where 
we went done ſuch an extreme tape hill, that we 
bzoke two of our Camels necks, and had much to dog 
to gos dene the ſame our ſelues without harme , and 
there we refled allnight. 

Mhe fire and fwentieth day, wa went ſometwo 
fozſongs fo another Cloth towns , where wee teten 
thee daies and tha nights, and there we paid Cu- 
ſome foz our Camels to a great City, being but a foz- 
ſong from theace,andis called Nez zeret, where, on the 
top of a mighty great mountaine , was a monument 
ofagreat Sultan, o2 Gentleman: and when we aſ- 
kcd , Why be was buried there? it was virealy 
anſwered , Becauſe he was ſemuch the neerer to hea- 


ucn. 

Thethirtieth day, we tranclled ten fo:ſongs fo the 
Ringer of Synnee , which runneth into the Kiuer Eu- 
omen „and denivcth the confines of Perſia and Ara- 

ia, and by the River ſive wore remaining ſome old 
walles of a ruinatev Totont of Perſia, which were ta- 
ut and deſtroted by the Turkes and Arabians. 

The one and thirticth day, we travelled eight fo2- 
— in a waſte Countrey,where we lay bya Well all 
night. 
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Amongit the Perſians, the Sulrans oz Gentlemen, and 
men of better ſozt , are gallant men, and of ciuill any 
courteovs behantone : bat the baſer ſozt , are ſullen, 
vrictnill, and men of very bad conditions. Any gene 
rally they doo Worſhip Matomer , and are common 
Loggerers, as the Turks are, yet they are people that 
laboar extremely, as in digging , planging , andſow- 
ing, and in picking of Cotten woll, and other woll, 
in ſpinning and making Coa's, end other things of 
Felt. Nez dane they almoT anp caine there, but by 
crireme labour bet the water gut ofthe Riuers, inte 
their Paſtures and Cone grounds. 

Thers are god ſhape and goats plenty, but Kine 
and Oren are very ſcarre. Ane Tuts and Vennes 
and ether ſo;ts of fowles plenty. 

And there a man may franell without danger of 
robbing „ foz it is thereg — — of a 
theſe. And ſomuch fog Perſia, and the Perſians. 

The firlt day of ®cptember , w& fraueſled twelve 
ſozſongs tea great Towne called Sabbercam , being 
the Ard towne that wa came to in Arabia, where ars 
growing great fee of Pomegranats, which the Ara- 
bians det call Anarres. This is a Towne of Garriſon 
of the Arabians , and hare we aud a day and a night. 

The third day , we franelled fouretane ſozſongs ts 
a towne called Buldad, whers ws alle paid cuſtome , 
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vatilithe twentie two dapof October follewing. 
This City tanveth vpon the great Riner Euphrates, 

and is a great , rich, and ſtrong Cup, with mighty 

ffrong wals , whereon are planted 100. and twenty 

paces ofb;aſle ©zdnance. 

Alſo there are ſhips ſmall and great to thenumber 
of 300. falle, belonging to this Citie, and great trade 
al Perchandize both by water and land. 

It is not paſt᷑ 4,yeres lince the Turke wan this City 

from the Perſians, 
Allo there is a floting bzidge built vpon 33. great 
* lighters ſtrongip chained and faſtened together, from 
Bugdad auer Euphrat es, to olde Babylon Candingouer 
agaiuſt Bugdad on the other five ofthe Riuer. And 
within a league from thence andeth the Kemainder 
of the Raynated Tower of Babel, being one of the 
wonders of the wozld. 

In Bugdad, lieth one of the Turkes grand Baſhawes, 
called by the name of Mahomet Patteſhogb, who ts e- 
fiemed as a Uiceroy, and isgouernoz of the Cityvn- 
der the great Turke. 

There are owly two Venetian factozs, who trade foz 
ineſtimable wealth in Perchandize of all ſo2ts. Alſo 
ſome ſmall number of Armenians, which are all the 
Chꝛiſtiana that are there reſident. 

The Turke is a valiant and reſolate Souldier, as by 
their pyoceedings may appeare , both in winning the 
Citpof Bugdad, atidanether City of as great ſtrength 
as that, called Towras, and bclonged alſe to the Perſi- 
an, whereof the Mahomet Patteſhogli had certaine in- 
telligence on the 1 2.dapof October whileſt wee wers 


And that the great Turke, oz (as they call him) the 
Grand Guſhell Baſhe haſſuredly thinketh and intendcth, 
in ſhozt ſpace fo app2oach to the wals of Iſpabawne, be- 
ing a great and gallant Citie, and tandeth farre with- 
in the kingvome of Perſia. mg 
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The 10.day of Otober there tame vnto vs an En- oha 
lich man called lohn White, who ſaid he was ſent fog a White ſent 
diſcoucry to the Eaſt Andies, and was bound foz Iſpa- intothe 
hawne to mat with lohn Midnall, who weafſured hum Eaſt India 
not to be there, but at Armoole. ouer land. 

Then vid J and loſeph Silebanke petſwade him 

fo trauellto the red ſen g Cambaia, whether hee told 
vo, Six Henry Middleton was bound from England 
with a good ſhip called the Trades Increaſe, ofthe bur- 
den of 1000. 03 1100. tun, with another ſhip called the 
Clone, anda Pinnts called the Pepper Corne , and the 
cauſe, why wes thus aduiſed him was,foz that da, pa- 
ning the Turkiſh language, might accompany my 
friend Iofeph Salebancke to Dit Henry Middleton, to 
acquaint him with the true diſcourſe of our whole 
vopage and fravels, whereby hee might beware of any 
anoid the like dangers that w ſuſfained and were in: 
Agaiſo how and where fo take his beſt oppoztaaity foz 
his lading as time and occaſion ſhould ſerne. 7A 

And vpon the 18. day Ioſeph Salebancke und Io 
White toe their tourney accozdingly, to a great City 
callas Ballara Randing vpon the Riner Euphraces, and 
is 18. dates journey from Bugdad, 02 Babylon, where 
they were ts mert with a Carranant ezconnoy, to cons 
duct them to the Citie of ludaia neere vnto the Red 


Ses. 

And although loleph Salebaneke was then verie 
poze, (haning ben fozmerly robbed) yet was he very 
willing to take this long and dangerons tourney vpen 
him foz the god of his Country. 

And all the god that J could doe foz him, was to 

pꝛotute him a Cemell, ann to lend him fome part of 
my ſmall ſtoze, being in all not about 6. pound ſtecling, 
and ſo I left them to the pzofection ofthe Almighty. 

The 2 2. day ot October we twke our fonrney from Ez 
Bugdad oz Baby lon, to the City of Aleppo. And hauing :

The z i. day we trauelled ſome 4. dates iourny tho- 
row the deſarts, to the Wowne of Ruſecle, being one⸗ 
ly a thozow-faire oz lodging place , © ſome 30. leagnes 
from Maflaw Colam, 

The 4+ day of Nouember, we ttauelled ſome eight 
leagues to a ſmall village called Deeſh. 

The 5. day wee ſet foz wards towards Mu ſſell, other⸗ 
wiſe called Nimuy, being ſome 30. leagues oz moze 
from Decſh,and trauslled thither in 3. daies. 

The Citis is nom mach ruinated, and pet the Re- 
mainder thereofis as ſpacious and great, as moſt C i- 
ties that J haue ſæne in all mptranels : within the Ci⸗ 
ty x a great Baſhaw ds gowernour vnder the great 

ur Ke. 

Allo withont the City there ftandeth a faire i rong 
Caſile vpon the bankes ol the Kiner Tygris , where is 
alſoanother Baſhaw oz gouernoz foz the Caſtle and 
Suburbs of the Citie. 

There is no trade cf Perchandizs in this Cifp , but 

it is only kept bythe Turke as a Tone of Gacrrilon: 
ret there are Armenian Chaiſtians, who haue their 
Churches and Friers , and doe fr&ly vſe theit Religi⸗ 
on without checke 83 comptioil, 
Alſo thore are yet remaining manie ancient mo- 
numents, which make relation and thew , that it bath 
bene a City ef great antiquity and famous memozy : 
and in this City we ſtaied 4. dates. 

The 14. day wee went g. laagnes to a Caſtle called 
Naſſebav, , andrefted that night,aud the next day wee 
fravelled 12. leagues moze, and at night came to Nuſ- 
ſebaw, whers the Pzophet Jonas pzeached to all the 
Countries round about; and there remaiaetb his pic- 
ture in None ( though much de laced by the warres ) pet 
it is kept and maintained by the Chziltians, whereof 
there are many dilperſed amougT the Turkes, euen 


ſince 
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ſinco the deſtrnetion oz onerthzow of Niniue by the 
Tur kes: and ate now calledbythe name cf Curgees. 

From thencs wee trauelled ſome 25. leagues in thz& 
daies, and on the 18. day at night came to Hamadaine , 
an ancient Towne ofthe Armenians ; but much ruina- 
ted by the Tur kes. Bete weeſaw many ancient monu⸗ 
ments, which ſhewed that it had bin a Towne of great 
antiquity and wozth and at this Towne we ſtaled one 
day and a night. 

£ he 20. day we foke our tourney fowards a Towne 
callco Goubba,being 25. leaguesand 3.daies journey , 
and came thither the 22. day at night, where wee met 
with a Conlul of Venice, and 5.Venetians moze, trauel- 
ling to Bugdad of Babylon, and thcre wee ſtaled a day 
and anight. 

Lhe 24.day wee franelled towards the great City cf 
Vifawcbeing 25. leagues, and 3. dates ie urney, and 
tame thither the 26. day at night, and there all tranellers 
pay great cuſtome. 

This is a mighty ſtrong Cify,and a continnall Gar- 
riſon kept thereby the Turke. 

Nozcan any Carrauant oz Conuoy , 02 auy paſſenger 
bee ſuffered to lodge within the City: But in the day 
time they may come into it ts the Baſſart oʒ market, to 
— 2 ſs depart againe : and here we ſtaied 
: The 2. day of December we foke our iournep to 
Beere a great Wowne ven the Riner Euphrates, be- 
ing 3+ daieslourney , and 25. leagues diſfant, whither 
we came the fourth day at night, and ſtaied there one 


Day. 

This is alſo aFrong Towne ot Garriſon, 

The 6. day wee were ferried over the River and 
went 2. daics iournep, being ſome 15. leagues,tothe 
Mewne of Lumman , and came thither onthe 7. day at 


night. 


The 8. day wee franelled 10. leagues fo the City of 
I 3 Aleppo, 
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Aleppo, and came taither that night, and by the Wap wee 
trauelled 3. leagues thozow the platars, where was 
nothing but ſigs o as I may termeit, a foze ſt of ig træs, 
and another placeof as gteat length, deing all vins (res, 
full ot grapes. 

And being come fo the great and wozthy City of 
Aleppo, e went to the Engliſh houſe, where I found 
Matter Paul Pinder to be Conſul),a very wezthy Gentle- 
man, and well deſeruing a place of ſo great credit any 
eſtteme, at whoſehand wee found very courfcons and 
kindentertalnement ; foz at mycomming fo him J was 
de litute both of mont p andcloaths,and (o was my com- 
panien Richard Mart in. 

But he tel ued vs, firſt with meate, vzinke, and lod- 
ging during our abode there, being ſome twelus dayes:al⸗ 
fo hee furniſht vs with apparell, and at our departure , 
with money foz our ioutney. g 

Alſo there was ene P. Spike, who was both kind and 
bountifoll vnto vs. And ſo were all the reſt of þ Engliſh 
Merchants) whom IJ cannot particularly name) both 
kinde e coutteous vnto vs, which was vnte vs a great 
refreſhingand comfo2t in aut tourney. . 

Aleppo is a City of wonderfull great trading, and as 
wellknowne to England (ez atleaſt to our Engliſh er- 
chants) as Kingſton vpon Thames. And thus much 
J can ſay moze of it, that within foure dayesafter our 
comming thether, there came abaue two thouſand Ca- 
mels,laden wh ilkes, and of all ſozts of Parchandize, 
alloz moſt whereof J onuerwont in my tranells, being 
in ſeuerall Carauants, ſome from Meſopotamia, ſome 
from Agro,ſome trem the Indians, and ſome from Per- 
(ia, and ſo at other times continually they come from 
thence, and other places whence ano trading can come 
by Land. . 

The one and twentieth day, I tooke my leaue of 
Matter Paul Pinder, aſfet Spike and the reſt of the 
Petrchants, and tos ke mp tourney, (together with my 

ä Companion 
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Companion Richard Martin) fog Tripolie, and that 
day ws krauelled ſome ſeuen leagues vuer the De- 
ſarts, and rcſted two honvres, and then tranelled ſome 
1 5-leaguesfarther , fo an old Towns called Aſhecwe, 
exe wee reſted halfe a dap and baited, and then tra- 
welled ſome ten leagues moze and baited , and reſted 
our ſelues in the fields ſome fours honres, and then 
frauclled ten leagues moze to a Tone called Hamam. 
Andthe reaſon why wee frauelied thus hacd, was to 
koepecompany with a Carranant oz Conuvy of 1000. 
frong, who were bound foz Mecha, where their great 
Mahomer was t hen reſident ; whereas elſe wee ſhould 
bane frayelled in great danger and hazard of our 
liaes , by reaſon the Countrey is ſo fall ofthaues. 

In this Towne ate many Weauers , that make 
great ſtoze of Dimatree, and ſchamatt, and Cottong: 
alſo it is a great thozow faite, and there is a great O- 
Axle 02 Inne, which they. call a Caan, and there wee 
reſted two dates 

The ſixe and twentieth day,we krauelled ſome eight 
leagues to a little Toe called Roma, where wee lap 
all night 

The ſeuen and fwontieth day, we krauelled ſome 
eight leagnes moze to a Ponaſtery called Huddrea- 
lins, which was bullt by an Armenian Chaiſtian, who 
gave ſufficift maintenance to pzouide Dlines, bzead , 
and Oile foz Lamps, fo2 the harbanr and reliefe of all 
Chziltian tranellers : and there is the picture of @aint 
George on Poſebacke fighting with the Dzagon , and 
his pid ure on fot, and his Croſſe, and mention in eld 
Roman pzint of his noble and memoezable aus, which 
Relique is much honozed by many Chziſtians as they 
traneilby the ſame , and to that end there is a Chappell 
andLampes burning therein continually. 

The twenty eight day wee went ſome fenne leagues 
ta a little Towne called Honc, and lay there that. 


night.

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The 29.day, wetrcarelledfo Tripolis, being fenne 
[cagues fromthence, where wee found the gos ſhip, 
the Great Exchange of London, whereof offer Ro- 
bert Bradſhawe of Ratliffe was both Captatne and 
Mallet; who not above ten dates befoze, was in great 
danger of ſhipwzacke, bzeaking their Cables and An- 
co2s, lo that the ſhip oꝛoue and was in great viſfreſſe :
